A State Oonvention. 


So far as we have been able to learn, there 
is littla or no interest felt in the matter of a 
State Convention outside of the 
This apathy may bea bad sign ; indeed, it is 


| always a bad sign to see the people rather in- 


eztent that the present Constitu- 
tation, though not perfect, is a very good one, 
under Democratic rule and checks. Then, 
again, the convention would cost much 
money. Some of our best men calculate that 
the expense would not fall short of $400,000, 
The money part of the objection would not, 
even in these stringent times, prove an in- 
superable one, if the people could only be 
convinced that one set of extremists would 
not go as far wrong one way as another 
set are supposed to have gone ia the past. 
It only the very best and wisest men in every 
cousty could be certainly counted on to go to 
that Convention. it would be well, per- 
chance, to have it. But here intrudes a grave 
doubt. We all know the mysteries of caucuses 
and wire-working, The chances of either 
engaging the services of the best 
men or bhavirg them nominated are 
problematical. There is a crop of am- 
bitious politicians in ever y community, hun- 
getiog and thirsting after notoriety and chock 
fail of all manner of patent reforms. Many 
of these men would have the inside track 
and control, it may be, theConvention. This 
thought makes the people pause, lest going 
to the tiouble and expense of a new Conven- 
tion they may be calied upon by a fresh sup- 
ply of political doctors to have still another 
one to undo what the perfectionists failed to 
accomplish. 

These are some of the reasons why the call 
‘or a State Convention has fallen rather flat 
upon the public mind. 

Our contemporary, over the way, has made 
vigorous and commendable efforts to gather 
the clans and push the subject toa final issue. 
We have suggested that mass meetings be 
called tosetile the matter one way or another. 
The trouble about this is the seeming cal- 
lousness of the masses themselves. It may be 
a pity that this is so; but pity tis, tis true.— 
Augusta Constitutional.

Most thinklng men agree that the present 
homestead is too large.

As to re- 
straining municipalities from creating bonded 
lebts, the present Constitution contains u 
very conservative provision on that sul ject, 
unknown to any previous constitution of 
Georgi, and, it ie said, better than is in the 
Constitution of any other State in the 
Union. But concedirg that this could be im- 
proved and that there are other provisions 
and alterations which ought to be mace, why 
not do it by the cheap and easy process of a 
vote of two-thirds of two succes ive Legis- 
latures and a ra‘ification by vote of the peo- 
ple? Several needed reforms have 
been proposed at diff-rent sessions 
lately. But they failed to get the necessary 
two- third Why? It is sid that the ad- 
vocates of a convention do not want these 
really needed reforms adopicd by legislative 
action, because so soon as accomplished the 
special advocates of those measures, have 
re moved from their minds a motive to vote 
kor a convention. The reader would proba- 
bly be astonished in examiaing the journals 
to see how some members voted on these 
questions, and it would be hard to account 
for the votes of many intelligent, far-seeing 
members on any other hypothesis. If this 
be true, then the convention is not really de- 
sired for the purpose of making reforms. 
But the really needed reforms are to be ma- 
nipulated for the purpose of getting 
the convention, and when obtained the 
more local and personal objects above 
alluded to are to be brought into promi- 
nence, We shall watch the coming session 
in this respect with much interest and sin- 
cerely hope to see no more of this uncandid 
spirit displayed. If so the people shall know 
the men who do it. 


We boldly affirm that there is not a soli- 
tary amendment really needed that would 
be sanctioned under the expensive and haz. 
zardous process of a convention which can- 
not equally as well be reached by Legislative 
action, short and simple in form, accomplish- 
ing the cbject in the same time as the other 
and with no expense or danger at all.

A thorough trial was first 
made, and the report was that it was a most 
gratifying success. The children bring their 
work from home. Says the Boston Adver- 
tiser: 

It was at first thought that the two hours 
could not be well spared from the regular 
studies, but the result shows that the cbil- 
dren have the ir lessons even better than be- 
fore, tue oceupation of their hands giving 
needed rest to their minds. But xs only their 
banda are occupied in their work, the teach - 
ers fill the time by reading aloud to the 
children something valuable and instructive, 
and at the same time entertaining. Ia the 
four upper classes, besides simple sewing 
cutting and fitting are taught, there being in 
tbe exhibition hall a table and implements 
for the purpose. In this, remarkable pr 
has been made. The patterns are given from 
designs on the blackboard. In this, the u-e 
of the study of drawing as pursued in the 
Boston public schools, receives a practical 
application, for the pulpis would be bardly 
able to receive their instruction in cutting 
were it not for their knowledge of in- 
Guatrial drawing. The patterns are 
drawn from dictation and geometrical draw- 
ing. The pupils thus not only receive bene- 
fit from an industrial standpoint, but their 
perception is quickened and an imyetus is 
given to other studies, for as the teachers 
say, “It is practical arithmetic and geometry 
to them.” A number of the girls in the up- 
per classes have already become accom: 
plished cutters and fitters, and are of much 
assi:! .nce in teaching the others.

THE BANKRUPT LAW. 

The House, during the past three wee ka, 
was 90 agitated and anxious over the pros- 
pective reduction of its pay that the repeal 
of tbe Bankrupt law was rushed through 
without consideration. The Senate with- 
out doubt will so amend the bill s0 as to pro- 
tect the debtors frum the caprice or will uf a 
amall minority of oreditors—the question of 
io voluntary bankruptcy to be determined by 
a majority of the creditors. ‘The fees and ex- 
penses under the present law are so high that 
poor people cannot affurd to the luxury of 
bankruptcy, This will be modified and 
made less opprowive. It is claimed by Sen- 
ators that .elief will be affurded to both 
debtor and creditor classes by an «equitable 
law which the Lower House faileu to pre- 
sent. 

ROBRIKG PETER TO PAY PaUL. 

The different departments are now pre- 
paring atatements showing the amounts ex- 
pended for postage stamps since the abolition 
of the franking privilege. This will de com 
pared with the expense ander the old aystem 
and the grand resul will show that the 
amount received by the Post-office Depart- 
ment has been paid by the other Deparunents, 
and that nothing has been saved to Uncle 
Sam by this process cf showing his cash 
around among his immediate servants. The 
mooting of this question merely foreshadows

CUTTING DOWN. 


The next hardest thing to cutting down 
ones don salary, is to, for a goveroment 
official to reduce the estimates for the De- 
partment Bureau or branch of goverment 
over which that functionary has c ntrol. 
Congress by resolution desires to know 
where the reduction cin be made in the es- 
timates for the next fiscal year. This wok 
is going on, but with the exception of the ap- 
propriations for public buildings, light houses, 
und improvement of rivere and harbors, for- 
tifications, etc., it does not seem that the 
amount required will be materially 
reduced. ‘Lhe Indian a ppropria- 
tions goes up t 0 millions 
An effort will be made tocurtuil the pickings 
from this prolific source of wealth to 
favorites. The estimates may de reduced 
$20,000,000, which will leave some $35,000- 
6000 to be provided for by ioan, when we 
shall no doubt find those Radicals wh» sang 
paens to the Administration for reducing 
the debt, try to prove the great blecsiog of a 
National debt, as Jay Cooke once before 
proved to his own satisfaction on paper.

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JUDGE DANIKL's CHARGE TO THE 
JURY IN THE HALL CASE. 


New York, December 24.—In the Hall 
trial, to-day, the defense offered no testimony, 
and after sumwing up, Judge Daniels charged 
the jury. Heexpiained the duties of mem- 
bers of the Bourd of Audit and the require- 
ments made of them by law; that they sbould 
have investizated all claims before auditing 
them, to prevent raud and the ques- 
tion for the jury to decide upon 
was whether the defendant had discharged 
the duty. The defendant being a lawyer and 
man of culture should be heid to strict per- 
formance of duty imposed on him. If pub- 
lic officers will fully neglect duty be is guilty 
of misdemeanor. The duty required was 
personal and could not be delegated to 
others. 

Q@§An inspection of many of the bills pre- 
sented, would have revealed fruuds of a 
ross character. The Judge instanciog one 
ill from which was omitied the crevitor’s 
name. The public had a right to expect an 
examination of these bills. He insu ucted 
the jury that the cefense made of 
duties being too arduous, would not 
stand as an excuse for no 0of- 
ficer can undertake a duty and wilfully 
neglect it. If the jury was satisfied that the 
defendant co: mitted the offense no matter 
how painful it might be to he defendant's 
friends, it was their duty to pronounce him 
guilty and unless they bad an ebidiog con- 
viction of his guilt they must find bim not 
guilty. He instracted them to confloe 
themselves to the indictment chargiag the 
defendant with wilfully and mtenii nally 
omitting to perform the duties prescribed by 
law. Juige Danicis aleo instructed the jury 
that there was no evidence of conspiracy 
between Hail and hie associates. end nothing 
connected him with fraudulent bills. 

The jury retired at 6 o’clock. 

At 8 o'eleek the jury returned and were 
instructed in answer to queries from the 
foreman, that tLe simple acs of the neglect 
of duty, if wilful, would w rrant a verdict 
of guilty, and that the jury were themseives 
the judges whether the act was, or not wilful. 
The Judge told them that if they did not 


wuld be locked up. They retired again. 
THE VERDICT. 

The jury in the Hall case returned a ver- 

dict of not guilty.
